>) At the start of the season this year’s 1st Team basketball 
did not appear to be the championship team it came to be. 

With only three members of last year’s team returning 
and 8 of the 10 players in grades 11 and 12 (including the 
captain) this year was chiefly a learning or building year for 
a possible championship team next year. 


Our morale sank a bit when we were clobbered by two 
city teams in pre-season games but after a long Christmas 
break and then two weeks hard training we were ready to 
begin our league schedule. 

The first two games we played we won quite handily, 
beating Hillfield by 50 points and S.A.C. by 6 points. 


Our third game was also another victory as we defeated 
Appleby 30-24. But now we faced U.C.C. in Toronto. This was 
a tough team and they were so far undefeated. In a close 
game we narrowly edged them 40-39. 


We defeated Hillfield once again but in a most disappoint- 
ing game we lost to St. Georges in overtime by 2 points. 


Now we were tied with U.C.C. for the I.S.A.A. title and if 
either team lost one more game it would ensure victory for 
the other team. 


After two games against city teams, which we won, and 
a return match against Appleby, which we also won, the stage 
was set for the game which would decide who would be this 
season’s champions. 


We faced U.C.C. at Ridley. We fought to a 24-15 point 
lead at half-time but the game was not yet decided. Despite 
our 9 point lead, U.C.C. came back and took the lead by 1 
point. At the start of the 4th and last quarter, Ridley began to 
show excellent teamwork and a good offensive. We overcame 
the U.C.C. lead and won by 2 points, 38-36. 


The last game of the season was against T.C.S. who we 
defeated 59-47. 


The team’s success this year was mainly a result of our 
big three; Mark Preece and Peter Ryan at forward and Mike 
Baker at centre. These men rebounded well and averaged 15, 
15 and 10 points per game respectively. 


Two members who also deserve a great deal of praise 
are the two starting guards, Bruce Ferguson and Albert Per- 
eksta. Both showed good ball control and were both effective 
shooters. Other members of the team were, forwards James 
MacDonald and James Matheson, guards Nick Paine and Scott 


Russell and Rod Grigor who helped all round. Even vnougn 
these players did not see as much game time as the sfarters, 
they trained hard in practice and could be called upon to 
relieve one of the starters. 

All in all the season gave everyone a better knowledge 
and understanding of the game of basketball. 

It was really under the coaching of Mr. David Gagne 
that the team achieved the I.S.A.A. championship.

The hockey programme at Ridley suffered a severe jolt 
in early December of 1976 when a beam in the rink was 
noticed to have moved. Subsequent inspection showed that 
the building was beyond repair and demolition plans were 
begun. Thus hockey was reduced to one outside rink with 
little indication of the severe weather to come. 


League Hockey continued to function under the guidance 
of Dr. L. C. Scott and eventually played two games against 
other schools — losing to Pickering College 5-4 and gaining 
a 5-5 tie with Appleby.

Board Of Governors 


The 87th Annual Meeting of the Board took place at the 
School on November 24, 1976. On this occasion five new 
members were installed, taking the places of five who have 
resigned. Those resigning after many years of loyal service 
are Alfred J. L. Chapman, John R. G. Drope, John S. Guest, 
Richard C. Meech, Thomas H. Orr. The new members are John 
S. Burns, Calgary; Donald W. Naylor, Oakville; Dalton S. 
Rudd, London; John M. Stevens, London and Montreal; 
Theodore A. Witzel, Kitchener. The Board now numbers 37 
members. 


At the same Annual Meeting, Harry E. Foster (26), a 
member of the Advisory Council presented a Video tape ac- 
count of his involvement with mentally retarded children and 
specifically their sports programmes. In July 1975 the Canadian 
contingent of mentally retarded athletes set up an Olympic 
Village at Ridley prior to participating in the special Olympic 
Games at Flint, Michigan. The entire programme was a re- 
sounding success and a most worthwhile use of the Ridley 
campus in off season. 


Allan Orr is now Chairman of a committee attempting to 
find on-going summer use of the school facilities in order to 
generate additional operating revenue to the School. Two 
ideas being investigated are a four week music programme in 
conjunction with Brock University and a comprehensive sports 
programme of hockey, swimming, tennis, basketball and field 
sports, open to paying subscribers. In the next issue of Tiger 
we hope to be able to report success in these ventures, but 
in the meantime the Headmaster would welcome hearing any 
suggestions you may have. 


For several months now various levels of government 
have been discussing the routing of Highway 406. Present plans 
call for this expressway to run along the valley of the old 
Welland Canal. Consequently, a portion of the Ridley pro- 
perty may have to be given up to accommodate this develop- 
ment. 1.78 acres are involved and negotiations are underway 
with the Ministry of Transportation. 


Since the discovery of structural instability in the rink, 
a great deal of time has been spent evaluating several plans 
of action to replace this important facility. The current think- 
ing is to locate a building in close proximity to the site of 
the old rink. This location is preferred for easy access and 
control. A budget has been established of $600,000 to build 
the rink and it is the intention that an additional gymnasium 
will be built to complete up-dating of the winter facilities. 
At the time of writing the precise details are not finalized. 


It is the Board’s decision that the Annual Giving pro- 
gramme not be impinged upon in any way as this programme 
has become increasingly successful since the completion of 
the Program for Excellence. The Board, therefore, has under- 
taken to raise the $600,000 by way of a short, intense, per- 
sonal campaign. This, of course, is a major undertaking for 
the Board of Governors. We are delighted to report that some 
Ridleians have already come forward with tangible support 
for this special project. If you are still turned on by memories 
of those rousing hockey games in the old wooden rink we 
would certainly like to hear from you. 


During the discussion to embark upon the rink project, 
a decision was taken to improve the interior of Gooderham 
House. To this end a greater amount of money will be allocated 
for a long term renovation programme starting immediately. 
This programme will be administered by Richard Court’s ever 
active Property Committee. 

The Finance Committee is continuing to massage the 
budget and to carefully review every expenditure. At the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1976, we reduced our deficit by $115,000 


leaving $442,000 to be dealt with in subsequent years. This is 
a most significant contribution to the success of the 1976 
fiscal year. We hope to repeat this performance over the next 
two years. However, it will only be possible if the present high 
enrollment projections are met. Early indications are ‘that en- 
rollment in the Upper and Lower School will reach our ojec- 
tives — that is 490 students for next year. 

With the continued enthusiasm and dedication of the 
Board, the Headmaster and his staff the objectives set up in 
the Program for Excellence will all be achieved together with 
the growing rapport with the students and staff at the school.

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Diary of a Journey 


The Headmaster’s Western Trip 


Mary and | left Ridley before dawn, on a misty October 
morning, when we remarked that the turning of the seasons 
would probably be through its crucial period before our return 
in ten days’ time. We arrived at Winnipeg, where we were 
met by Richard Malone, approaching us a little nervously at 
the head of the escalator. At lunchtime, | addressed the 
Kiwanis Club, having been very cordially and pleasantly re- 
ceived. My remarks, in defence of Independent Schools, seemed 
to strike a note of sympathetic interest. After a short visit to 
St. John’s Ravenscourt, one of our companion schools, we 
were swept along to a cocktail party at the home of Hugh and 
Diane McDonald. They had assiduously collected a group of 
their friends, who, in the opinion of the McDonald’s, would 
greatly benefit from having their sons assigned to Ridley! 
Certainly, their welcome was tremendous. Subsequently, we 
dined at the Manitoba Club, under the genial hospitality of 
Richard Malone. Here a group of widely dispersed (over the 
years) Ridley Old Boys tested us with a range of questions 
and a level of conversation which we found extremely stimu- 
lating. 


The next morning we flew to Edmonton. Here we were 
met by Peter Jenner, who whisked us off to a beautiful room 
in the Chateau Lacombe. My first responsibility was an inter- 
view with a young journalist, whose reflections on our con- 
versation | never managed to see! We then embarked upon a 
most interesting and instructive journey around Edmonton and 
its environs. In the evening, we foregathered for a delightful 
cocktail party at the Faculty Club at the University of Alberta. 
The magnificent setting of this club, looking across the skyline 
of Edmonton, was enhanced by a particularly beautiful sunset. 
A large gathering assembled, and we had many lively en- 
counters, especially with a group who graduated in 1966. 
We then proceeded to the Petroleum Club, as the guests of 
Hoadley and Ruth Mitchell. Here we had a delightful dinner, 
in gracious surroundings, and with a sense of the warmest 
hospitality. The evening ended, in a revolving restaurant at our 
hotel. The restaurant came to rest at midnight, with ourselves 
facing the great unknown North: a rather exciting finale. 


We rose uncomfortably early the next morning, and took 
flight to Vancouver. Here, we landed ourselves upon Harriss 
and Florence Goad. It was a beautiful day: fresh and sunny, 
and enormously verdant. We visited Simon Fraser University 
and other scenic points in Vancouver, arriving home in time to 
change for the Association occasion. This was a cocktail party 
and dinner at the Graduate Student Club at the University of 
British Columbia. Once again, we were warmed by the friend- 
liness and interest of all those who attended. Snatches of 
the school song were heard towards the end of the evening, 
and again we were impressed by the age-range of those who 
attended this occasion. 

The next morning, in flying conditions as brilliant as we 


had experienced on the previous day, we returned over the 
Rockies. When we arrived at Calgary, we made contact with 
John Burns. The evening party, at the Calgary Inn, was once 
more well-attended. We were able to bring encouraging news 
of Ridley to all those present, including a fairly recent Upper 
Canada boy. At the end of the cocktail party, a small group 
of us dined together, once again in delightful circumstances, 
under the gracious hospitality of John and Suzanne Burns. 
The next morning, they took us on a fascinating journey around 
Calgary. We were conscious of being in the foothills of the 
Rockies and of being also in the great cattle country which 
has so romantic an appeal to devotees of cowboy films over 
the years. Finally, we were delivered to the Highlander Inn, 
where we were handed over to the Canadian Headmasters’ 
Association Annual Conference. From here, we proceeded to 
Banff, for three days of discussion and of conviviality with our 
professional colleagues. 


This was a wonderfully encouraging journey for both 
Mary and me. On all occasions where we met with groups 
from Ridley, we were conscious of warmth and affection for 
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the School. The gatherings were well-attended; and the many 
hours of staff work by the Branch Chairmen were richly re- 
warded by the event. 


We were reminded of the astonishing diversity of Canada, 
and of the binding force that draws people together of all 
ages, who have attended a school like Ridley. This, to us, 
was a deep encouragement in our efforts to maintain the 
national character of the school. Mary and | write this note 
with a great sense of gratitude for the friendship and hospitality 
that we encountered on this journey. We hope to welcome 
all of you to Ridley at some time; and we look forward to our 
next visit to the West.

Both the First and Second Swim Teams enjoyed an 
active and successful season. The firsts, coached by Mr. Al 
Staples, and the Seconds, with Mr. Paul Lewis as coach, 
won six of their seven dual meets. The Firsts were defeated 
once by Appleby but won against them in the return meet at 
Ridley. The only loss for the Seconds was in the return meet 
at Ridley against U.C.C. Both teams defeated S.A.C., U.C.C., 
T.C.S., Appleby and St. George’s. 


In the I.S.A.A. meet on February 26th at the Benson 
Building, University of Toronto, Appleby proved too strong, 
winning the Don Maskell Trophy for the second consecutive 
year with 143 points; Ridley swam well to gain second place 
with 105 points, followed by U.C.C., T.C.S., S.A.C., St. 
George’s, Crescent School and Hillfield-Strathallan. It was the 
best |.S.A.A. meet in the 36 year history of the event, with a 
total of eight schools competing. Four new records were set: 
Appleby established new marks in the 200 yds. medley relay, 


the 100 yds. breast stroke (David Burke), and the 100 yds. 
individual medley (Jamie Mathieson); Dick Fullerton, Captain 
of the Ridley Firsts, set a new record of .51 seconds in the 
100 yds. free style, breaking Dan Whalen’s record, set for 
Ridley at last year’s meet; Dick also won the 50 yds. butterfly 
and was a close second in the 200 yds. free style. Other 
Ridley swimmers who placed well were Carlos Lares, second 
in the 100 yds. breast stroke, and John McKinna, second in 
the diving. In the exhibition 200 yds. free style relay Ridley 
was victorious; team members were Richard Bojankiewicz, 
David Gajda, Bruce Littlejohn, Clifford Elliott, all under six- 
teen. Brent Asbil was the captain of the Second Team which 
had about 30 members this year and promises good candidates 
for next year’s First Team. 


First Team members this year were seven Old Colours; 
Dick Fullerton (Captain), Paul Dorland, Dave Niblett, Carlos 
Lares, Craig Jurden, John Walker, and Jim Davies; the five 
new members were: John McKinna, Brooke Powell, Andy Asbil, 
Bob Helliwell and Paul Jeffrey. 


In the last two weeks of term competitions were held 
for the Upper Canada College Cup; this trophy was _ pre- 
sented to Ridley in 1939, on the occasion of the opening of 
our gymnasium, for the intramural swimming championship. 
This Cup was won this year by Dick Fullerton, repeating his 
victory of last year in this competition. Dick won five of the 
eight events, plus a tie for first in the back stroke with Andy 
Asbil, a third in the breast stroke, behind Carlos Lares and 
Andy Asbil, and a fourth in the diving, after John McKinna, 
Carlos Lares and Jim Davies. Dick Fullerton scored 32 points; 
Carlos Lares placed second with 10 points; Andy Asbil was 
third with 8; John McKinna had 8 for fourth place and there 
was a tie for fifth with Paul Dorland, Dave Niblett and Jim 
Davies, each having 6 points. 


At the Second Team level, a new award was instituted 
this year, The Fullerton Trophy, for excellence and all round 
proficiency.

Cobwebs of Antiquity (5) 


The Turn of the Century 


A chronicle of Ridley indicates that very few contemporary 
occurrances at the school are “‘firsts’” in its history. In the 
early years it is, of course, a different story, as was seen in 
previous chapters of this series. The last few years of the 
century continue the saga. 


In the spring of 1892, a Minstrel Show and a Glee Club 
Concert were presented by boys and masters. The latter 
included nineteen musical numbers, many of which were 
accompanied by a school orchestra; the former consisted 
largely of skits and recitations. Thus, the seeds were sown 
for a tradition of singing, and for what was to become the 
Ridley College Dramatic Society. For the next few years, the 
Glee Club ceased to exist. It was revived by Mr. H. C. Griffith, 
one of Ridley’s “originals”, when he returned to the School 
as a master in 1899. There is no record of any other dramatic 
production until 1911. 


Another such point of origin was that of the formation 
by boys of retail sales’ organizations, such as “‘Ridley’s Candy 
and Gum Concessionaire’, which flourished in the traditions 
of free enterprise. (“Trades” of various sorts existed in the 
school until 1920, when Mr. Griffith paid hard cash to the 
proprietors on behalf of the School for the rights to all forms 
of student merchandising.) 


Disciplinary indiscretions are to be expected in any school 
at any time in its history, and early Ridley was no exception. 
For examples: In 1892, six boys were expelled for drinking 
and inveterate smoking. There were frequent visits ‘‘after 
lights” by boys to town via convenient exterior drain-pipes. 


Pranks were such as: Locking the masters in their rooms 
so that none could be on duty for breakfast; blocking the 


upstairs corridor with an old door, bureaus and the like so 
that no one could pass. Punishment was on occasion of a 
physical nature (after one episode, Mr. Miller caned every 
boy in the school), but it was rarely resented by a boy who 
was in flagrante delicto. 

Because of an episode in which certain new boys exper- 
ienced a particularly severe initiation, the Headmaster soon 
banned all hazing and fagging, although he permitted the 
holding of a New Boys’ Concert in which every new arrival 
had to participate. (The latter endured until about 1918, and a 
mild form of ‘“‘slobbing” has long been, and still is, an impor- 
tant part of the Ridley scene.) 

The first founding of an organization that was to prove a 
bulwark of Ridley in good times and bad occurred in the 
Fall of 1893. This was the formation of the Ridley College 
Old Boys’ Association, which endured then for only a few 
months. It was re-created in 1898, since when it continued 
to be a vibrant expression of the support and opinion of Old 
Boys. (In 1970, it was absorbed by the newly formed Ridley 
College Association, which is an amalgam of ‘Friends of 
Ridley’’.) 

A Camera Club was formed as early as 1897. Space for 
a dark-room was found in the old building and considerable 
fine photography resulted. 

Gatherings that have long marked the closing days of 
the Michaelmas term, Cross Country Suppers, were inaugur- 
ated in 1894. At the early ones the piéce de résistence was 
oysters in quantity, and upwards of ten toasts were proposed 
— and replied to. 


Enthusiasm for games continued unabated. Intramural 
tennis began in 1892. Four years later, the first cricket match 
against U.C.C. resulted in a victory for Ridley — in the last 
minute of play, after the time limit had been extended through 
a sporting gesture on the part of the Upper Canada captain. 
Following a series of defeats, Ridley gained its first cricket 
win over T.C.S. in 1897. Also in that year the first century 


was scored by a Ridley boy, 103 not out by A. W. Mackenzie 
against Rosedale C.C. 

In the middle of the decade, successes in football first came 
to Ridley, due to the presence on the Staff of masters who 
could provide good coaching — Messrs W. C. Mitchell, 
A. F. (‘Biddy’) Barr and W. B. Hendry. Year after year Ridley 
lost to U.C.C. until, also in 1897, the result was reversed by 
13-10. Moreover, in that year Ridley became the first of the 
three schools (U.C.C. and T.C.S.) to defeat each of the others 
in both football and cricket. The School’s athletic hero (foot- 
ball, hockey and cricket) was “Casey” Baldwin, who later be- 
came the first Canadian (in fact, the first man of British origin) 
to fly a heavier-than-air craft. Towards the end of the century 
Ridley Seconds played football against the newly-established 
St. Andrew’s College. 

By 1895, the hockey team was playing some ‘“‘outside’”’ 
games. A year later, Ridley lost its first hockey match with 
U.C.C. by 11-10, the last such game for twenty-three years. 

Fencing was introduced in 1898, but it flourished then 
for only a few years. (Interest in fencing has been sporadic 
throughout the school’s history.) 


A facet of life in these early days at Ridley that is sad to 
look back on was the number of young Old Boys, and of 
some still at school, who died from such illnesses as typhoid, 
pneumonia and consumption. (Today, medical excellence is 
taken for granted, but such one-time killers have been re- 
placed by such as the automobile.) 


That vague but all-important attribute, school spirit, took 
firm hold at Ridley in the last few years of he XIXth. century. 
Heroic performances in games, community enthusiasm for non- 
athletic activities, acceptance of relationships between seniors 
and juniors, between Staff and students — these developed 
in the boys enthusiasm for, and pride in, their School.
